One of th^e" most interesting phases 


of the commercial business of the day 
IB the installment system as It prevails 
in most of the large cities of the union. 
While this method certainly hns its ad- 
Y8ntages7tt may bo questioned whether 
there ia not In It an element that does 
a great deal of mischief and lends care- 
less and 'thoughtless people into finan- 
cial,, complications from which they 
may find it very difficult to escape. 
It 


looks very nlluting, thja offer to JT.T- 
nlah your house without a cent of ready 
cash, and many an ambitious young 
couple .find it impossible to resist the 
temptation to have as good as their 
neighbors, 'when it comes so easily. 
The trouble is that they permit them- 
selves to lose sight of tho fact that all 
of these things must be paid for in due 
time and that-putting off tho evil day 
does not.by any means mean shirking1 
the responsibility or making tho pay- 
ments less. 
Indeed, this installment 


practice ia nothing1 more or less than a 
mortgage that continually accumulates 
interest. Tho householder may have 
idle days, sick days, unprofitable days 
and days when -the outgoes are very 
far ahead ofi the incomes, but of this 
the installment system takes no heed 
whatever. 'The interest is at work 
steadily and untiringly. _ A mortgage 
never sleeps; the promise to pay works 
in darkness as well as daylight, and 
piles- up the obligation regardless of 
the ability of tho victim to meet it. 
People who buy on the installment 
plan, sagely 'observes the Youth's Com- 
panlon, should consider quite as care- 
fully what tho end Is to bo as though 
they were payingcashdown. One of the 
alluring .advertisements of tho day 
Is to'tho effect that RO many cents a. 
day will buy so much. 
Ft looks like a 


very little, and the anxious piirclmser, 
taking counsel of h!s desires, imngincs 
that there will bo. no difficulty in pay- 
Ing, such a trifle ns that, BO the pur- 
chase is made and all goes very well 
for a little while. Then there conies a 
dull time, and, in sotno way brother, 
in'thei agreement th'cro scorns to have 
been a clanso entirely overlooked in 
tho outset, which exacts a certain rate 
of Interest.as a penalty for failing to 
meet tho original obligation. This, of 
course, makes 'the mutter still more. 
difflcnlJvand adds not a little to the 
amount. 
Every 
extension of time 


means nothing more or less than a 
larger rate of-interest. Then there is 
an effort made to . retrieve the so- 
called ill Inck, but tho indebtedness 
seems to have increased wonderfully, 
and it la no unusual thing for people 
of very small means to flnd themselves 
compelled to drop the .load altogether. 
Of course, there is no redress; the 
amount paid is called rent or pay- 
ments for the use of the articles, and 
the installment payer finds that he 
has not only no goods, but nothing 
whatever to show for the money paid 
out. ,The benefits of properly-used in- 
stallment business are unquestionably 
many. It enables careful and prudent 
people to enjoy comforts and luxuries 
that would otherwise be unattainable, 
but at the same time it is a great 
temptation to the happy-go-lucky to 
invest in luxuries regardless of re- 
sults and with the most supreme in- 
difference as to their ability to meet 
their obligations.

When Wheelman Frank G. Fjcnz, of 


Pittsburgh, begun his now famous 
world-girdling bicycle tour under the 
auspices of the Outing Magazine, 
neither he nor the magazine peop'e 
dreamed of the seriousperils the bturdy 
young fellow would be compelled to 
face during his passage through tho 
landlbf the uncertain Mongolian. The 
lower classes in the interior of China 
arp imbued with a combination of su- 
perstitions, ignorance and detestation 
of foreigners, or "foreign devils," oa 
they are politely termed, which is al- 
most past belief. We of this en- 
lightened land can afford to smile pity- 
ingly upon such narrow-mindedness, 
;but to the daring wheelman pedaling 
liis "foreign cart" through John China- 
man's territory, native prejudice be- 
'comes a very serious thing indeed. In 
the May number of Outing poor. Lenz 
'gives some striking, illustrations ol 
this, and in a letter juat received-by 
the publisher of Outing, he uses the 
following 
significant language 
in 


reference to an attack upon him by a 
mob of Ignorant natives: "For a mo- 
ment it was touch and go. Two score 
of.-hoes, and clubs were many times 
more than a match for my revolver, 
and I knew it. To fight, was useless; 
to pray seemed equally vain, for it ap- 
peared as lit the Lordhadnotlnepected 
this Country lately, and had over- 
looked the lonely Yankee wanderer. 
For some unknown reason (Providence 
interfered,! flrmly believe), the mob 
held their hands for one moment. It 
was a dramatic pause—like the paws 
of a grizzly bear, one may need expe- 
rience it but once in his life. The 
scene is burnt into my memory and 
will never be forgotten. I was calm, 
for in truth I could hear the rippling 
of the (lark river. There was no need 
to think or. struggle more—I realized 
that I had enjoyed my last outing." 


Speaking of accommodations fur- 


nished to travelers, Lenz says: "On ar- 
riving at a Chinese Inn I never asked 
any questions, but rolled the .wheel 
right in, sat down among the China- 
men, 
and ordered my rice as uncon- 


cernedly as a native. From two to four 
bowls of rice compose a square meal; 
and in the center of the table are flsh 
and greens, from which each helps

Lenz experienced great difficulty In 


keeping his hired coolies up to their 
work. In referring to one of them, he 
throws a side light on that ban * of tho 
Chinese, tho opium trafile; as follows: 


"The opium flend kept up his smok- 


ing, which compelled me to watch him 
constantly. I would go along with him 
Into the opium dens and not let him 
smoke too much. 
For twenty 'cash,1 


or about a cent and a half, a block cup 
of opium Is sold, which makes three 
paste balls for smoking. The Chinese 
at these dens were amazed at my 
audacity and looked displeased at first, 
but in a few minutes I would have 
them laughing. They, were much sur- 
prised that I, a foreigner, did not 
smoke opium. The Chinese women as 
well us tho men are frequenters of 
these vile places. Some of tho men were 
pitiful-looking beings, dirty and un- 
wnshed for weeks, their clothing1 In 
tatters, their onco raven-black hair 
fallen nut, but, still, every 'cash' they 
gut goes for this deadly drug. In every, 
hamlet or village, ever so remote, and 
In roud inns they sell opium.

"Three times B day tho innkeeper 


cooked rice and greens for one wheel- 
barrow coolie and myself. I gave him 
some extra money for eggs and meat 
which he cooked fairl3' well. 


"Most of the people live in abject 


poverty and subsist wholly on rice and 
greens. The proportion of poor in 
China ia probably grenter than In any 
other country in the world. The houses 
In the towns and cities are mostly 
b\iilt of frail brick wallfi, with floors of 
stone or brick in the more pretentious 
structures. In hamlets and tho rural 
districts tho walls are made of poles, 
mud, 
straw or light bamboo. These 


structures are covered with tile or 
straw roofs and have no floors except 
the bare ground. There Is but little 
furniture; generally only a table, with 
n few trestles to sit on. Kven the Chi- 
nese mandarin has but a poorly-fur- 
nished house, though he makes such an 
elaborate display In his silks, satins 
and ornaments when seated proudly in 
his fancy carrying-chair. Then hla at- 
tendnnts walking ahead with signs, 
flafrs nnd drums, and another batch, In- 
cluding his secretaries on ponies in the 
rear, are apt to impress tho */orelgn 
devil' with the. pigtallcd potentate's 
importance. 


"Stoves there are none. In cold 


weather a fire is built on the ground, 
and the smoke after filling the house, 
escapes through the chinks in the walls 
nnd roof. The cooking-ovens have no 
chimneys, 
Rice straw, 
brush and 


twigs from the fields, forest and hill- 
side are used for fuel. The cliarred 
embers remaining nftcr the meals are 
cooked nre scraped together into small 
clay pots ami carried about to warm 
the hands and feet." 


Lenz thus described his first experi- 


ence with hostile natives: "The air 
was bitter cold the third morning of 
our trauip, and the big coolie needed a 
double dose of opium. We got started 
by eleven o'clock, ami had left the tel- 
cjrrnph road to the left and had crossed 
tile Yaugtsi river to the north side. 
The road was over a low bottom laud 
to Waiikianghhicn, sitnati'd cm a knoll, 
and surrounded by a partly ruined 
wall covered with vines. Tlie crowd 
all yelled: 'I'Vjrcijfn devil,' at which I 
only 
smiled, as we walked along 


through 
the narrow and crowded 


streets. T!ie coolirs were tired and 
wished to stop hero, but 1 was anxious 
to push on to a hamlet iun. knowing 
by experience, there was no pi-noe for 
me ina town of any size. At tin: west 
galo. my coolies walked into an inn r»- 
gardlessof my wishes. The Chinese 
followed. 
pushing 
and 
yelling: 


'Yankwi-ixn.' 
The proprietor grew 


angry, my big coolie became excited, 
turned and called the crowd some- 
thing that made- them furious. 
They 


pounced upon him, one struck him 
over the head, and a general fight 
seemed likely to ensue. 
Quickly mov- 


ing in front of my coolie and the 
crowd. I beckoned them to keep qnict, 
then ordered the coolies to pick up tho 
whe.'l ">nd leave tho town. I followed

Some .very curious processes 
for 


propagation are practiced at the pub- 
lic gardens. One consists in cutting 
with a knife a ring around a branch 
of a plant. One might Imagine, says 
ths Washington Star, that the Inten- 
tion was to kill the branch, but such 
is by no means the object In view. 
The cut having been made, a piece of 
wet moss is wrapped and tied around 
the branch at that point. Beneath this 
protection the sap exudes\from the 
wound, and little rootlets are devel- 
oped.' After a few days the branch la 
out away from the parent stem, being 
then itself a complete plant, with 
roots, all ready to put. In a pot. 


This plan in adopted with plants of 


slow growth, because one plant may 
thus be split up into half a dozen or 
more of good size, instcad-of waiting 
for a seedling or little slip to develop. 
A modification of the same process 
consists in placing a small pot full 
of earth around the cut place on the 
branch, fastening it in position. When 
roots have developed tho branch is cnt 
off just below the pot, and a new plant 
is produced. If the gardener chooses 
to take the trouble he can make a^Bep- 
arate plant out of every bud on a tree. 
In fact, an eminent botanist has said 
that every tree is a village, each bod 
being an Individual.
